Make Their Plans. 


——— 


ROCKEFELLER :S NOT WANTED. 


DEALERS WILL, UNITE WITH THE 
SATTLEMEN. 


Call For Concerted Action Throughout 
the United States Will Be Is- 
sued by the Association 
This Week. 


The butchers of St. Louis are organizing 
to fight the Meat Trust—the “Big Five,” 
consisting of Armour, Swift, Cudahy, Mor- 
ris and the Schwarzschild- -Sulzberger house, 
They have already. a Plan of action, and 
they are now putting it into effect. 

In the next issue of the St. Louis Butch- 
er, their trade paper, will be a call to all 
the retail butchers of the city, outlining 
to them their course of action along the 
lines already laid down by the National 
Retail Butchers’ Co-Operative Association, 

This association exists. It is a secret or- 
Satzation, consisting of some of the iarg- 
€St cattie raisers in the country w.th the 
butchers as their associates e cattle 
men are tired of the dictation as to prices 
by the Beef Trust. The butchers are starv- 
ing under the oppressive:y high prices 
forced upon them by the same trust; nence 
they have reason to make common cause 
Witn the cattle men. 

Laws which have been passed, right here 
in Missouri, to restrict the Beef Trust, have 
actuaily favored it. Notably is this tne 
case with the one forbidding the driving 
of Texas cattle through the streets, fur 
obvious reasons. The export trade is heavy 
and the foreign demand for beef is so brisK 
that the packers Simply pay no heed to 
any protests from this side of the water 

Therefore there has been formed the as- 
sociation mentioned. Charies Klotz, eai- 
tor of the St. Louis Butcher, outlined its 
plan Wednesday as follows 

We are trying to organize every retail 
butcher in the United States. There are 
20,000 to 30,000 of them. If each takes stéck 
in the association to the extent of from $1 
to $10, at $10 a share, we will have a work- 
ing capital of $2,000,000 to $3,000,000. With 
this we intend to erect slaughter houscs 
in the cattle raising country, and from them 
supply our stockholders direct. 

“At the last meeting of the association 
it-was decided’/as a plan of action that all! 
the butchers of the United States shou.d 
pledge themselves to throw their business 
to one house, by doing so to test their plan 
of unity. I do not think there will be any 
question of our ability to do this, nor, after 
it is done, will there be any doubts of our 
power. , 
. There has heen some talk of an anti-trust 
butchers’ combine, with Rockefeller as the 
backer. Mr. Klotz says this is foolish. 

“We do not want to affiliate with Mr. 
Rockefeller,”’ said he, “it would be im- 
material whether we were swallowed by the 
beef combine or by Mr. Rockefeller, it 
would be the same to us. We do not care 
to give anybody the chance to swallow us: 
he .s either a confederate of the beef trust 
or he sees in us an opening for his own 
power and money. He is for Rockefeller, 
and no one-else.”’ 

Mr. I[Kiotz was asked why nothing had 
been made public about the retailers’ as- 
He replied: 

“We are a secret organization, and we 
did not think it proper to give out im- 
portant facts and plans to the other side 
before we had them perfected, or before we 
were ready for action.”’

THE TESTIMONY 1N FULL 


Witnesses Give Few Facts to Substan- 
tiate Their Belief in the Guilt 
of Dreyfus. 


(By Assoclated Press.) 

RENNES, France, Aug. 23.—Following is 
the day’s full testimony in the Dreyfus 
trial: 

Comptroller Roy, the first witness called 
the day’s full testimony in the Dreyfus 
trial: 
which harmonized with those of the Gen- 
erals who have already testified. But the 
w tness was unable to give a s ngle specific 
fact to substantiate his impressions. Maj. 
Dreviell testified to a long string of similar 
insinuations. He referred to Dreyfus’ al- 
leged boastfulness of his money and his Ir- 
regular attendance at his off-ce. 

After Dreyfus had rebutted one or two of 
this witness’ statements, Maj du Chate’et 
was called. He described the alleged confi- 
dence of Dreyfus in regard to women and 
gambling. Maitre Demange expressed sur- 
prise at the fact that the witness had not 
mentioned this at the court-mart al of i591, 
to which Maj. du Chatelet rep:jed: ‘‘What. 
Here was a man accused of one of the most 
heinous crimes, and you think I ought to 
have retailed his confidences in regard tv 
women and gambling. Nonsense.”’ 

Dreyfus briefly corrected some of Du 
Chatelet’s Statements and then M. du 
Brieul, who describes himself as a private 
gentieman, took the stand. He test fied as 
to how he was introduced to Dreyfus by a 
certain M. Bodson, at whose house the wit-

PARIS, Aug. —This is the llth day of 
the siege of Fort Chabrol, the anti-Semitic 
Stronghold of Jules Guerin, the edtor of 
Anti-Juif, who, barricaded in his house, de- 
fies all France 

The environs of the fort show littte 
changes except that the police and repub ic. 
an guards have been replaced by the sol- 
diers of the 134th and fT4th ( keier- 
hazy’s regiment), taking duty by turns, 
The programme its each night the same. 

Up to midnight the police have some dif 
ficulty ‘n coatrolling the mob that surges 
around the streets leading to the Grande 
Occident de France. 

Every half hour or so there is a change 
of police. Half a dozen prisoners are taken 
and conducted with more energy than gen- 
tleness to the place near the Rue de Cha- 
brol. Bit by bit the crowd begins to Jdis- 
perse and by m‘dnight the street is desert- 
ed save for representatives of the wress, 
who tramp up and down wearily waiiing 
for developments. 

About 1 o'clock there is a break in the 
monotony. A sieady tramp, tramp of sol- | 
diers-is heard and a long black line is seen 
swinging into the Rue de Hauteviile and 
mounting the sharp aéecent to the Rue de 
Chabrol. 

A minute later they draw up across the 
street. The captain in command faces his 
men. 

“Draw bayonets!’ 

The weapons come from th:ir 
with a ratte. 

“Fix bayonets!” and the curious clicking 
sound runs down the ranks. 

The off.cer in command confera a few 
minutes with the captain of the o'd guard, 
Then the word is given, ‘‘Fours right,’’ and 
the 74th, with an air of evident relief, 
tramps off down the empty etreet, while the 
new guard falls into its place. 

Ail down the streets as far as the eye) 
can reach nothing can be seen but black | 
lines of moticniess soldiers, their bayo- 
nets glittering. In the mddle of the street 
a group of officers with jingling 6purs and 
clattering sabers are tramping wearily up 
and down, evidently heartily sick of their 
tedious task 

Guerin’s retainers have dwird'ed. He 
has now but about a dozen of his original 
40 followers. 

Guerin is tall, athletic and handsome. 
He wears a cowboy’s felt hat and long p:s- 
tols in a belt. 

Every few hours he harangues the crowd 
from a window.

REVELED AMONG THE FOSSILS. 


Princeton Expedition Secures Many 
New Specimens in Patagonia. 

PRINCBHPTON, N. J., Aug. 23.—Prof. John 

Bell Hatcher of the Department of Geology 


and Paleonotolgy in Princeton University, 
has just returned to Princeton from an 
elght months’ expedition to Patagonia, 
where he has been making reseurches in 
geology and paleontology. Prof. Hatcher 
and his assistant, Mr. Peterson, jeft New 
York Dec. 6 and a few weeks iater estab- 
lished their headquarters at Sandy Point on 
the cost of the Straits of Magellan. They 
went inland among the indian tribes and 
explored the plains and mountains of Pat- 
agonia lying between the forty-sixth and 
fifty-third paraliels, The expedition proved 
successful Several points in the science of 
geo.ogy and paleontology which have hith- 
erto been the subject of controversy will be 
definitely settled, it is said, by the speci- 
mens they collected. 

On this expedition Prof. Hatcher discov- 
ered the first mesozoic mammais ever found 
in Patagonia. 

What especially characterizes these col- 
lections is not only the extraordinary num- 
ber of the genera and species conta:ned, but 
the remarkably perfect preservation of the 
specimens, Almost every genus is repre- 
sented by one or more complete skeletons 
and forms hitherto known only from frag- 
mentary facts May now be studied in all 
their parts.

He also made a frieze in 
bas-relief 1100 feet long and 3 feet high, 
representing the etory of the civil war, 
which is now in the Pension Office at Wasn- 
ington. 

He made for the Government a colossai 
group representing Columbia protecting in- 
dustry_and science, at the Nat.onal use- 
um at Washington. The soldiers’ and sail- 
ors’ monument at Buffalo was also his 


' handiwork, but he prided himeelf highiy 


upon a piece representing the return of the 
forces from the civil war, which ie on the 
Hartford monument. This is 8 feet long 
and 7 feet high. 

Mr. Buber] did al] the Lfe-sized muses 
in the Metropolitan Opera House in this 
city, and in the Patent Office at Washing- 
ton is a famous allegorical group by him 
representing electricity, fire, water, inven- 
tion, industry, agriculture and m_ning.

THE UNITED STATES BOUND BY 
SPAIN’S TREATY. 


This Places the American Government 
in the Position of Maintaining 
Both Slavery and Polyg- 
amy on Its Soil.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—The country is 
finally getting some light on the 
character of its only Sultan, the 
monarch of the Sulus Islands, which 
we bought when we paid Spain 
$20,000,000 for the Philippines. Americans ure 
also learning something of the treaties 
which Spain had with the Sultan and wh.ch 
oar colaations bind us to continue in 

This needed information comes from 
President Schurman of the Philippine Com- 
miss.on. In an interview Mr. Scnurman 
says: “‘The Sultan of Sulu is different from 
the old K.ng of Siam because he does care 
for all his w.ves. The pultan is now atcempt.- 
ing to hold up Uncie Sam for a big pen- 
sion, which he says he must have because 
his wives are so expensive.” 

From the tenor of President Schurman’s 
remarks the Sulu potentate is anxiously 
awaiting an answer to a proposition end- 
ing with the sentiment: “Ef you ain’t got 
no money you needn't come’ round.” 

A Mohammedan messenger was sent 
across the isiand to notify the Sultan that 
President Schurman was coming to visit 
him at Maibun. No one but a Mohammedan 
ventures around Cebu. When the Benn.ig- 
ton reached Malibun the Suitan had received 
the message and was dressed tor visi.ors. 
He wore a white robe and over it a b.ack 
broadcloth vest, cut low—just such a vest 
as Mr. Schurman had-in his dress-suit case. 
His residence was a frame building two 
stories in height and look.ng much like 
a M.ssouri farm house. 

‘The Sultan was a good-looking man, ap- 
parently 35 years oid,” said Pres.dent 
Schurman, 

“I felt a Httle like smiling when I saw 
the vest, but he was not gaudiiy dressed. 
He wore no jewelry, except a watch chain 
and two rings. 

“One ring had a pearl set that was of ex- 
traordinary size and beauty. The other 
ring was set with a diamond of great size 
and brilliancy. Pearl fishing ‘s one of the 
chief industries of the Sulu people.- All 
pearls over a é6pecial size go to the Sul- 
tan. 

“He received us cordially. We went 
through two rooms and were then seated 
in the reception room. I sat on a lounge 
and the Sultan seated himseif, whi.e a 
score of his household guards stood be- 
hind him. They were big, muscular, brave 
look.ng fellows, and each one had a big 
knife handle sticking out of his belt. 

“I told him that Spain had ceded its 
rights in thesSulu group to the United 
States and that we wouid carry out tie 
same treaty terms he had made with 
Spain. He said that was all right, but for 
one thing—he would like to have some 
customs, revenues and increased pen- 
sions, and, therefore, he want- 
ed an island of the group in 
which he could have a port to collect 
tariff customs. The only port in the group 
is the city of Sulu and that is a free 

ort. 
peThe reason the Sultan gave for want- 
ing that port was that he had 12 wives 
and it took a good deal of money to sup- 
port them. Already they were learning Oc- 
cidental extravagance in dress and wer¢ 
pestering the life out of him for foreign 
finery. 

“Another recson for wanting this port 
for its revenue was that he wished to go to 
Mecca to make his p-igrimages, and that, 
too, coéts money. 

“The treaty with the Sultan which the 
United States became a party to as Spain's 
successor provides that he and his chiefs 
shall receive about $6000 annuaLy. The 
Sultan has many subjects in Borneo also, 
and the North British Borneo Co. pays 
him $000 a year to stay out of Borneo.’ 

Mr. Schurman was asked whether or nct 
the system of slavery in the Suiu Is!anas 
is likely to be disturbed by the United 
States Government. 

“T am not in a position to answer tnat 
question,” he replied. ‘“‘I assured the Sul- 
tan that all of his rights woud be pre- 
served as defined under the treaty with 
Spain, and he seemed contented, 

“Slavery, as it is practiced in the Sulu 
Islands, is not the cruel, inhuman slavery. 
On the contrary it is rather benefic.ent in 
form and the relations between masters 
and slaves are, as a general thing, most 
friendly.”’ 


BROKERS EVADE REVENUE LAW. 


Transactions in Bonds and Stocks Will 
Become Direct Sales. 

The Internal Revenue Department at 

Washington has recently promulgated a rul- 

ing relative to the war tax on transactions 


in bonds and stocks that will result in great 
saving to brokers. 

Hitherto it has been necessary to affix a 
%-cent revenue stamp on all stocks, owing 
to the power of attorney, which is placed 
on the back, but a method of evasion was 
found and the change was accepted by 
Washington. 

Instead of the seller giving his broker the 
right to sell for him he sells him the stocks 
direct, which simple operation requires but 
a 2-cent stamp, a clear saving of 2 cents. 

As the daily number of transfers is very 
large a considerable sum will be gained in 
this way. Thus far the local collector has 
not announced the ruling, but is exnevcted 
to shortly. ,

Enormous Cost of the Increas- 
ed Army.

THE SUM |S ONLY GUESSED AT. 


SECRETARY GAGE SEEKING WAYS 
TO RAISE FUNDS. 


Army Officials Are Not Now Able to 
State the Amount Necessary to 
Sustain the Troops Being 
Put in the Field. 


ee 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Secretary Gage 
is engaged in the task of ascertaining 
whence the funds are to come with wh.ch 
to pay the largely increased army recently 
decided on by the President and Secretary 
Root. This increase makes demands on 
the Treasury that may well cause some 
concern among its chief officers. The re- 
ceipts of the Government did not meet the 
extraordinary expenditures when the army 
was smaller and the problem of how to 
meet the cost of 380,000 additional] troops 
gives the Treasury Department some un- 
eas.ness. 

This increased expenditure cannot even 
be approx.mately figured out. The mere 
question of pay is easily decided, but to 
this must be added the enormous expense 
of additional transportaiion; the greatiy in- 
creased cost of subsistence, which, with the 
army thousands of m.les away, will require 
the expenditure of millions of dollars; the 
added cost of new equipment for 30,000 men 
and the innumerable items that go to make 
an efiective fighting army, properiy ciotned, 
thoroughly equipped for duty and well fed, 
a.l these things are expensive and their 
cost is conjectural. 

Paymaster-General Bates says it wouid 
be impossibie to g.ve a rough idea of the 
cost of a reg.ment or of the military es- 
tabli:Qnent in the Philippines without 
weeks of careful investigation of accounts, 

Th.s is now being done for the annual 
report of the etc and until definite 
figures are known the Paymaster-General's 
Department will not make a guess. With 
p.ans Matured, therefore, that involves ex- 
penditures running well up into n-ne figures, 
Secretary Gage, on whom is placed the 
responsibility of providing funds, has begun 
to take his bearings and prepare to meet 
these new demands. The Adm.nistration is 
unwill.ng to make another bond issue, but 
if it cannot be avoided this wiil be done. 


Secretary Gage has ample authority, it Is 
asserted, to issue more bonds for the prose- 
cution of the war in the Philippines. 

The war revenue law authorizes the Is- 
sue of $100,000,000 worth of certificates of 
indebtedness and $400,000,000 worth of bonds. 
Two hundred million dollars’ worth of these 
bonds were offered at popular subscriptions 
and subscribed five times over. 

The law says that the proceeds of the 
sale of those bonds shall be used “‘to defray 
expenditures author.zed on account of the 
existing war (such proceeds, when received, 
to be used only for the purpose of meeting 
such war expenditures). 

It is held by the law officers of the Gov- 
ernment that the insurrection in the Philip- 
pines is to ail intents and purposes @ part 
of the “existing war’’ with Spain, for when 
the law was enacted the present condition 
of affairs may have been antic.pated. Con- 
gress, too, authorized the increase in the 
army after peace was declared and at a 
time when it was known the only use to 
which it was to be put was in maintaining 
peace in the new possessions and quelling 
insurrections. For these reasons it has been 
held that the Secretary of the Treasury has 
fui] authority, still further, to encroach 
upon the securities authorized by the war 
revenue act. It can be said on the au- 
thority of Treasury officials, who have been 
giving the matter a careful s®udy for sev- 
eral weeks, that the next Congress will not 
lessen the war taxes by the act 
of June 13, 1898.

In some quarters the clamor for a re- 
duction of these taxes has already begun, 
but the enormous expenditure to be iIn- 
curred in the next two years, not only for- 
bids curtailment of these special taxes, but 
requires an enlargement of the eneral 
acheme and a stoppage of the holes through 
which those supposed to have been taxed 
have escaped. 

From ordirary internal revenue taxation 
last year the receipts were, in round num- 
bers, $173,000,000. The war revenues ylelded 
in round numbers $100,000,000. With the 
customs duties and miscellaneous receipts 
added a bfg deficit followed at the end of 
the fiscal year. It is admitted that 
customs duties ought not to be further in- 
creased. The only sources, therefore, from 
which additional revenue can de derived are 
from war taxes or bonds, or both. 
Errors that crept into the war revenue 
law—errors unavoidable owing to the haste 
necessary in effecting its enactment—tin 
some cases have defeated the intentions 
of Congress, while in others the courts 
have decreased the anticipated revenues. 
Section 20 of the law regulating the taxes 
on patent medicines, etc., exempts from 
stamp taxes “any uncompounded medicinal 
drug or medicine.” Under a decision of 
Judge Brown of the New York sertes 
Court this clause lifted out of the list o 
proprietary medicines that were sup 

to be taxed nearly all the coal tar products 
and every conceivable drug or chemical 
that can by any means be brought within 
the definition of the word ““uncompounded.

“The vital issue is the honor of the nation, the protection of 
the loyai Filipinos and the (uifillment of our obligations to the 
nations of the world involved in owr acceptance of the sov- 
ereignty.”
